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THE ENGINEERING MARVEL OF THE FOOT 


The human foot is a strong and complex 
mechanism containing 20 bones, 33 joints, 
and more than 100 muscles, tendons, and 
ligaments. Twenty of the joints are articulat- 
ed. An adult human normally has 206 total 
bones in his body so that means that one- 
fifth of all the bones in a human are in the 
feet. 


Mechanical engineers have devoted de- 
cades of effort and millions of dollars at- 
tempting to duplicate the machinery of the 
human foot for prostheses, robots, and oth- 
er applications. While great advances have 
been made in this effort, it is safe to say that 
the God-engineered human foot is still the 
top overall design. It will be some time be- 
fore man will be able to even approximate 
the self-healing capabilities of any living or- 
ganism. 


The human foot mechanism comprises all of 
the following engineered functions: 


Human Foot 

AL, Like an arch in a bridge, the arches of 
the feet allow for the support of a relatively 
large weight on a small surface area. 

Vs, The foot has the ability to act as a 
lever so as to pivot for activities such as op- 
erating the foot pedal on a piano or the gas 
pedal in a car. The human foot acts as a ver- 
tical lift so we can rise up onto our tiptoes.

The foot is a “postural structure” meaning 
that it cannot undergo change without det- 


D that relates to posture. This fact by itself 
counters the idea that man has evolved over 
deep time. 


Humans are bipedal. This is a characteristic 
that exists only in humans and is the most 
distinctive structural attribute separating 
humans from animals. All parts of the human 
skeleton are clearly engineered for biped- 
alism. Another way to examine the unique 
design of the human foot is to consider it to 
have five primary components. 


1.Ankle 2. Heel 
4. Metatarsals 


3. Instep 
5. Toes. 


As a human walks there is with each step a 
smooth progression of load movement from 
one component part to the next in a manner 
not seen in any other vertebrate. In the hu- 
man foot the big toe is critical for allowing 
for the characteristic forward motion of the 
human step, run, and jump. 


The human heel is much larger than that of 
any ape, fossil or extant. While some ani- 
mals can move while standing upright on 
their two hind feet (and so are considered 
bipedal), they can do so only for short peri- 
ods of time and generally prefer the quadru- 
pedal orientation.

SCIENCE UNDERSTANDING DOESN'T 
EQUATE SCIENCE CONSENSUS 


Some people get distressed over the fact that 
there are those of us who don't blindly fol- 
low whatever is advertised as the “scientific 
consensus.” If you don’t automatically accept 
what the High Priests of Science say, you 
obviously don’t know or don’t understand 
science. While such an idea might be com- 
forting to those who don’t wish to think for 
themselves when it comes to scientific issues, 
it doesn’t have any basis in reality. Indeed, 
some of the most intelligent, well-educated 
people | know do not believe in evolution (in 
the flagellate-to-philosopher sense), do not 
think the earth is billions of years old, and do 
not think that humans are causing significant 
global warming. 


Of course, the people | know don’t necessar- 
ily make up a representative sample of the 
population as a whole. As a result, | was very 
interested to read a study that was recently 
published in the Proceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences of the United States of 
America. The authors of the study analyzed 
the 2006 and 2010 results of the General So- 
cial Survey, which attempts to determine the 
views of the American people on a wide vari- 
ety of issues. At the same time, it tries to get a 
general sense of each individual’s level of edu- 
cation on those issues. 


The results of their study seemed very sur- 
prising to the authors, but they weren’t at all 
surprising to me. 


Because the General Social Survey not only 
asks the participants about their education 
but also asks specific science-related ques- 
tions, the authors were able to rate each per- 
son on a ‘scientific literacy” scale. The higher 
the person’s score on that scale, the more ed- 
ucated he or she was on scientific issues. 


Instead of scientific literacy, the authors found 
that political and social views correlated 














strongly 

with wheth- 

er or not a per- 
son accepted the 
scientific consensus on four 

of the issues studied. But here’s the really in- 
teresting result: the more scientifically literate 
the person was, the more polarized he or she 
became on those issues. 


Indeed, the biggest effect that scientific liter- 
acy had was on the issue of global warming. 
Liberals and conservatives with low scientific 
literacy were equally likely to believe the con- 
sensus that global warming has been signifi- 
cantly amplified by human activity. However, 
as scientific literacy increased, liberals became 
more likely to believe in the consensus, and 
conservatives became less likely to believe in 
the consensus. 


Of course, this distressing news had to be in- 
terpreted, so the authors suggested two ex- 
planations: 


Perhaps, they mused, people first decide what 
they want to believe, and then the more sci- 
entifically-literate people feel more comfort- 
able in arguing for that position. The authors 
also suggested that people with more scien- 
tific knowledge might be able to find a few 
obscure facts that help them hang on to their 
beliefs, despite what the majority of the data 
indicate.

Those with more scientific literacy are more 
likely to investigate issues for themselves and 
come up with their own conclusions. Those 
conclusions then help to inform their political 
and social beliefs.

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THE INCREDIBLE ICEFISH 


Have you ever wondered how a cold-blooded 
fish could live in the oceans near the polar ice? 
How a fish whose body temperature is the same 
as the near-freezing water in which it lives can 
even survive? | did, and this is what | found. 


The Icefish lives in the cold waters off the Ant- 
arctic coast and grows to the length of 20 inch- 
es. Because of the saline properties of the ocean 
waters, the freezing point is 28F, and this is the 
temperature at which this fish thrives. In fact, if 
the waters warmed up just 6 degrees, this fish 
would feel uncomfortably warm. 


FLASH FROZEN 


An Icefish that is swimming near the surface may 
bump into ice, or it may swallow small amounts 
of ice while drinking. When a typical cold-blood- 
ed animal that is supercooled touches ice, sud- 
den freezing occurs. God created the Icefish 
with a biological antifreeze: glycoproteins in its 
body fluids that surround ice crystals and pre- 


vent them from growing. 


There is another, incredible way our Creator 
God has given the Icefish the ability to with- 
stand ocean waters that are just above freezing. 


NO HEMOGLOBIN 


Fluids have a problem with low temperatures. 
Most fluids become thicker or more sticky as 
the temperature drops. The thickness of nor- 
mal blood more than doubles as the tempera- 
ture gets close to freezing, and blood is already 
three times thicker than water. Blood at a few 
degrees above freezing is 8 times thicker than 
water at the same temperature. The thickness 
of very cold blood makes it extremely difficult 
for the heart to pump this blood through tiny 
capillaries. 


But that’s not the case for the Icefish because it 
lacks red blood cells with their oxygen-carrying 
pigment hemoglobin. This is amazing because 
hemoglobin usually carries 90% of the oxygen 





in the bloodstream of vertebrates with the re- 
maining 10% being dissolved in the water in the 
blood. It is hard to imagine how any vertebrate 
could live without hemoglobin. 


HOW DOES THE ICEFISH GET THE OXYGEN 
IT NEEDS? 


Solids like salt and sugar dissolve better in warm 
water, but most gasses are different. Oxygen is 
more soluble in cold water than in warm, so this 
is an advantage to the Icefish. But that in itself 
would not be enough; the blood volume of this 
fish is 2-4 times more than for a red-blooded 
fish of the same size. This means that 10% be- 
comes 20-40%. 


Having more blood requires a larger pump, and 
this fish has a greater heart size than most fish 
of comparable size and a greater stroke vol- 
ume, the volume of blood pumped in a single 
heartbeat. In fact, an icefish’s stroke volume is 
10 times higher than for a red-blooded fish of 
similar size. 


The icefish also has more small blood vessels 
in their scaleless skin and fins that can absorb 
oxygen directly from the water. 30-40% of this 
fish's oxygen needs are absorbed across the 
skin and the gills take in the rest. 


The blood vessels in the gills are unusually large 
so that blood flows through the gills rapidly and 
more oxygen is absorbed. In animals with red 
blood cells, the tiny capillaries flow through 
the gills or lungs, forcing the red blood cells 
to squeeze slowly through them and allowing 
enough time for the hemoglobin to absorb ox- 


ygen. 


KEEPING THE BUDGET LOW 


Besides adding in as much oxygen as possible, 
the Icefish is extra careful how much it uses. 
This fish just doesn’t move around much, be- 
cause, the less you move the less oxygen you 
need. 


This fish basically sits on the ocean floor waiting 
for its next meal to come within striking range. 


When it does swim, it does so slowly to use 
the least amount of oxygen possible. Most fish 
propel themselves through the water with their 
tail, but this uses more muscle power, which 
means more oxygen. 


The lIcefish uses a less-muscle approach to 
swimming. When it swims it uses its pectoral 
fins, which are the broad fins on the side of its 
chest. These fins in effect trace a figure eight 
through the water. The pectoral fins are verti- 
cal, so, during the power stroke, this movement 
will drag water backward and downward to 
create thrust. The tail simply steers the fish and 
only forcefully propels the fish for brief dashes 
when it catches prey or escapes predators. 


BLOODLESS BONUS 


Besides functioning well in such cold condi- 
tions, the blood of the Icefish is colorless and 
slightly cloudy, allowing their bodies to be 
translucent with the exception of a few vertical 
lines of dark spots. This is an effective camou- 
flage that helps them capture prey and keeps 
them hidden from predators. 


DID GOD CREATE THE ICEFISH AS WE SEE 
IT TODAY? 


Were there near-freezing waters off the coast 
of an ice continent at the beginning of creation? 
In all likelihood, no. Researchers have found 
fossils of fern leaves on Antarctica, so we know 
that before the flood of Noah’s day the world 
was much warmer. 


So why do we have such an incredible fish? The 
Icefish kind most likely lived in warmer waters 
before the flood, but our all-knowing Creator 
God put in this fish’s genetic code information 
to adapt to a near-freezing watery environ- 
ment.

- Broken pieces of Crinoid fossils can be found 
~ around the globe and throughout the earth’s stra- 
ta. They are found from the bottom of Grand Can- 
yon to the top of Mount Everest, from the Arctic to 
Antarctica, making Crinoid stem pieces one of the 
most prevalent fossils we find. 


The fossil pieces also have a common name-—In- 
dian beads. With their cylinder shape and central 
hole, they were easily sewn on moccasins and 
clothing as decorations. 


Although rare, complete Crinoids have been found — 


in Wisconsin, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, and Kentucky. 
These fossils look as if a field of sea lilies had sud- 
denly, yet gently, been buried by mud. Some bib- 
lical geologists think there are too many Crinoid 
fossils to have all come from organisms living in the 
pre-flood ocean, and | would agree. But, this does 
_ hot ‘mean millions of years were required for the 


_ great number of Crinoid fossils seen today. 


The mystery clears when we consider these facts: 

e  Crinoids begin life in a larva stage at the wa- 
ter’s surface 

e Crinoids grow from larva to reproducing adult 
in 4-12 months depending on the species 

e Crinoids probably reproduce (spawn) thou- 
sands if not millions of eggs at a time. 

















Like a frog that lives as a tadpole before 
becoming a frog, many ocean-floor creatures 
live as tiny larvae (zooplankton) swimming at the 
surface before sinking to the seafloor and begin- 
ning their adult life. So, during the inundating flood 
stage, while the pre-flood adult Crinoids were be- 
ing destroyed and buried, their offspring were able 
to survive at the surface as larvae. 


During the global sea phase, some of the pre-flood 
larvae would have attached to the abundant drift- 
wood, while most would have sunk to the new 
ocean floor. This second generation of Crinoids 
became reestablished on top of the layers of sed- 
iment that were laid during the inundating phase. 


The location we find the complete Crinoid fossils 
in is very interesting. When one considers how 
the prairie states of North America seem to have 
a double portion of sediment while the Canadian 
Shield to the north is devoid of most sediment, it 
almost appears as if the strata from the Canadi- 
an shield was eroded onto these prairie states. It 
seems as if, as the shield uplifted, the sediment 
with its sea life was washed off in a huge mudflow 
which formed layer upon layer of fossil-rich lime- 
stone on top of the strata formed during the inun- 
dating stage. 


This is so easily seen in the Cincinnati, Ohio area. 
The stratum of which can be compared to the 
landslide, ash, mud, and pyroclastic flows which 
quickly filled the Touttle River valley adjacent to 
Mount St. Helens. 


As the geological events of Mount St Helen’s erup- 


tion demonstrate, fast-moving, water-saturated 
sediment can quickly form multiple layers of thin 
strata. So, with the entire globe being an

HIGH SPINED LIZARD 





Forty feet of powerful muscle. Large, serrated 
teeth—38 in the upper jaw alone! Standing up 
on two legs like T. rex and other theropods, 
Acrocanthosaurus would have been a sight 
to behold. Fossils of this “high-spined lizard” 
have been found in Texas, Oklahoma and Ar- 
izona. The Acrocanthosaurus was named for 
unusually high spines on most of the verte- 
brae along the neck, back and tail, but these 
were not spines that stuck up out of the back. 
Scientists think that muscles may have at- 
tached to the spines, making a ridge along the 
dinosaur’s back, although the purpose of such 
a muscular ridge remains unknown. Acrocan- 
thosaurus was certainly an impressive crea- 
ture that fires up the imagination, but perhaps 
the footprints it and other dinosaurs left be- 
hind are even more intriguing, and they point 
to a catastrophic flood. 


You may think dinosaur tracks are rare, but 
they are found on every continent, and hun- 
dreds of miles of dinosaur freeways are right 
here in the United States! Acrocanthosaurus, 
or another dinosaur with very similar feet, 
tromped through the mud that apparently 
very quickly became what is now known as 
Glen Rose limestone. The tracks can be seen 
near San Antonio, Texas in Government Can- 
yon State Natural Area. But dinosaur tracks go 
far beyond the canyon—they can also be seen 
two hundred miles north at Dinosaur Valley 
State Park, and the dinosaurs also left their 
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marks in El Paso, Texas, and Nashville, Arkan- 
sas—/00 miles of dinosaur trekking.

It makes one wonder, how did all of these 
footprints get preserved? Today, when a per- 
son or animal leaves a footprint, it quickly 
gets erased by rain, wind, other animals, or 
other factors. The ground is not covered with 
tracks from last year (or even yesterday). So 
what happened? Imagine Noah’s flood. The 
Bible says the fountains of the great deep 
burst forth, so the oceans rose rapidly and 
surged over land. Many animals were quickly 
drowned and buried in sediment. But at some 
point, farther inland and on higher ground, the 
water level may have risen more slowly and 
even risen and receded a bit, then risen a lit- 
tle more. Animals who had survived to that 
point would tread on the mud, then would be 
quickly covered in water and sediment again, 
preserving the tracks. 


Those last survivors who were just about 
to be swept away in the floodwaters would 
probably walk in one direction, trying to es- 
cape to higher ground, right? This is exactly 
what we find with many of these huge swaths 
of dinosaur prints. They are not meandering 
prints like animals tend to make under normal 
circumstances, foraging for food or interact- 
ing with each other. The tracks often seem 
purposeful, directional. Acrocanthosaurus, as 
well as other dinosaurs, may have been run- 
ning for his life, and even wading at times 
when the water rushed in temporarily. Their 
heavy bodies would help delay the inevita- 
ble, and this would explain why the tracks are 
nearly all adult sized. Also, the bodies of the 
animals who made the tracks are not found 
with the tracks, which makes sense, if they 
were eventually carried away by the water. 
They could have been deposited miles away 
or scavenged by marine creatures. 


The tracks of these incredible dinosaurs are 
consistent with what the Biblical record says
